The second 
act was entirely devoted to Napoleon’s Obsequies, the music being 
arrapged by Jullien from the works of Mozart, Halevy, and Au- 
ber, and divided into five parts. A solo by De Loffre on the violin 
by its finished execution electrified the audience. The effact of 
the whole, however, was certainly highly impressive, and was 
not a little beightened by the addiiion of about a dozen drummers, 
who occupied a platiorm erected at the back of the orchestra ex- 
ptessly for them, esd who sppeared jn the military costume of 
France ; and when, at the conclusion of tbe performance, the 
house became darkened, and the Tomb of Napoleon was exbibited, 
the applause was so tumultuous that the recess in which this al- 
legorical display was made, was agaic opened amidst the renewed 
plaudits of the audience. Would the French render this generous 
homoge to spything Eoglish—however renowned ?—The house 
was but thinly attended, in consequence of the unfavorable state 
of the weather. Weunderstaod that st the Masked Ball, which 
takes place at this Theatre next Monday, the public will be ad- 
mitted as spectators to the Upper Boxes ep payment of 3s. and to 
the Gallery for 2s.
